Fatality Attends World s Fair 
Automobile Speed Con 
test Sunday. 

St. Louis , Aujf . 31 — Blinded by the 
dust thrown by another swiftly mov- 
ing machine, Barney Oldfield, ol 
Cleveland, Ohio, lost control of his 
machine in a false start of the fifth 
event of the World’s Fair automobile 
speed contest Sunday and, crashing 
through the outer lence of the course, 
instantly killed John Scott, a watch- 
man employed at the pa< k, and indict- 
ed injuries upon Nathan Montgomery, 
a negro, from which he died a few 
hours later. Oldfield whs jalnfully 
injured and his machine completely 
demolished. 

The accident occurred after a false 
atait. The tlagman vainly attempted 
to signal Oldfield and Webb, who 
were leading, that the start was not 
allowed, but they did not see his flag 
and cotinued aronnd the course ai 
a high rate of speed. 

Shortly after passing the first turn 
of the mile track, Wtbb secured the 
lesd by a narrow margin and the men 
were in a relatively same position 
when passing the three-quarter pole 
In making the turn, Webb's machine 
skidded and taised a blinding cloud 
ol dust that completely blinded Old 
field and ball smothered him. 

Not being able to see that he bad 
completed the torn. Oldfield contin- 
ued his course and crashed though 
the fence. When Oldfield failed to 
appear after Webb had emerged from 
the dust there was considerable excite- 
ment, but as it was announced that 
he was not seriously injured and 
** shortly afterwards was driving to the 
clubhouse in an antomobtle, it was 
not generally known that the accident 
had resulted fatally.

One of the la vs adopted by the last 
Legislature requires nil voters resid 
ing in towns of the fifth and sixth 
classes to register prior to theelection 
or be disfranchised. This will apply 
to all incorporated towns in Ohio 
county. It is but an extension of the 
law that h> s heretolore been in opera 
tion in first, second, third and fourth 
class cities. With the exception of 
cities of the second class the law is 
practically a farce, as the officers of 
election in smaller towns are familiar 
with every voter in the difierent pre- 
cincts and the chance ot an illegal 
vote being cast is very few and far be 
between. In addition to the registra- 
tion the law requires that a certificate 
be given each voter at the time he 
registers, which is the first Tuesday 
in October preceding the November 
election. Without that certificate it 
will be impossible to vote, notwith- 
standing a citizen’s name may appear 
in proper form on the registration book. 
If the certificate Is lost or destroy- 
ed the citizen can procure a new one 
hy making an affidavit and paying 
ing the County Clerk 50 cents there- 
for. Voters will do well to bear these 
facts In mind as hundreds will doubt- 
less be cut oat of their votes through 
ignorance of this new law.

Masquerades Successfully for 
Fifty Years. 



Marries Two Wives and Lives 
Happy With Both--- Leads 
a Strenuous Life. 



Catherine Coonie. who was recent- 
ly released from a I.ondon police 
court on the bond of a Chicago news 
paper man, has been living a man's 
strenuous Hie in man's clothes for so 
years. 

Only once belore has Coome’s se- 
cret ever been discovered, though she 
has twice been “married” in church 
to other women, and has met with 
many adventures In many lands, while 
In man's clothes That was about 
four years ago. 

It was at a table In a crowded res- 
taurant that Coome in her simple, 
gentle way, gave the following sketch 
of a long and amazing life: 

"I was oorn,’’ she said, “in 1836 
My lather was a man of means, Be- 
lore I was sixteen I married my fiist 
cousin, Percival Coome. He treated 
me so brutally that one day I made 
up my mind to run away altogether 
Hut what could Id.? If only I were 
a man, I thought, I could hide myself 
securely from him and get work. It 
seemed a good Idea, so 1 started oft to 
Birmingham. There I took a room, 
paying the money lor it in advance, 
and cautiously bought men's clothes 
at different shops. 

“I went to G oucester to ljok (or 
work. There, outside of s shipping 
otlice, I saw r.n advertisement lor a 
captain’s 1 1 -rk. In I went and offer- 
ed my services. I was quite a bright 
looking 'lad,' and to my joy they 
took me on. For three years and a 
hill I sailed with Capt. Pe’annie in 
the Mediterr mean and Adriatic 
When my captain's wile died I gave 
op the sea and apprenticed my*« 11 to 
a house painter at a village near 
Frame, in Sornr rset. At the end ot 
my time I came up to London and 
worked two years, snd later worked 
at my trade at Huddersfield for 15 
years. Btlore I went I married the 
girl I had been courting lor four years 
She died lour y«a s later. 

“At Hudderfield I married again, 
this time a Miss Peters, a dressmaker, 
whose parents lived in Jersey. We 
were married for 22 years, and I do 
not believe a couple were ever so hap- 
py as we were. Incredible ts it may 
seem. I believe that she never guess- 
ed I was a woman. After I had been 
in Huddersfield for fifteen years 1 
came up to London. I met with aev- 
eral accidents, and finally broke three 
ribs. Shortly after that my second 
wile died. 

“At last I was driven to Fast Ham 
workhouse. There they found out I 
was a woman because I hit one of the 
men who wanted to strip me forbith- 
ing. I have come out three times 
since and got work. But three times 
I have met with accidents and have 
had to go back. I had only been out 
an hour the other morning when. near 
Kbury bridge, some wan pointed me 
out to a policeman as a woman in 
man's clothes. So I was taken up lor 
being drunk."

Given Robert Mathley At Ow- 
ensboro Wednesday. 

Was Tried for the Murder of 
Emma Watkins and 
James Gregson. 

Owensboro, Ky., Aug. 31. — For 
the second time in the history of Da- 
viess county, and the first within fif- 
ty-tour years, a Daviess county jury 
returned a death penalty verdict' in a 
murder case. 

•‘We, the jury, find the defendant , 
Robert S. Mathley, guilty, and fix his 
punishment at death.” 

The verdict was announced at 9:07 
o'clock this morning after the jury 
' had considered the case exactly forty- 
two minutes. Only one vote was 
taken on the verdict, sertlmentof the 
jurors being unanimous on the first 
ballot for the death penalty. 

Mathley was tried for the murder of 
young Emma Watkins, in Owens- 
boro, on June 26 of this year. The 
J trial was commenced on Saturday 
and the testimony and arguments 
were completed at a late hour Tues- 
afternoon. The jury did not consider 
the case until this morning. 

On Sunday night, June 26, Mathley 
went to the home ot Will Warren, 
where Emma Watkins, his sweetheart 
was staying. He had asked the girl 



to marry him anil she h.id refused. 
She lived with h<s mother for a time 
and alleged before her death that the 
letKun she left was on a-count of the 
erne ty of Ma'hley. While Mathley 
v as a* the Warren home talking to 
the gltl James Greg son came in. He 
took a scat in the room with the 
couple Suddenly without warning 
Mathley pulled a revolver from his 
' pocket and fired a bullet into the 
.bidyof Gregson. He then turned 
the weapon on the young woman 
and fired a bullet through her breast. 
She tell to the floor dead. Gregson 
was mortally wounded. He crawled 
to the door and out in the yard. 
M athley followed his victim, vowing 
he would end his hie. He was pre 
vented by two young men who were 
attracted by his shots. Gregson was 
removed to the hospital, where he 
died the lollowing night Mathley 
was arrested in the Warren house at 
| the side of the dead girl, who was on- 
ly seventeen years of age
